Andin 
reipe& of his kingly charge,to which god 
and not man had raiſed him, he craueda 
prudent heart,and diuine wiſedomeg;ſuch 
as God, in the ſtudie of his woorde, and 
thorow his holy ſpirite, had ginen to Da» 
uid, asis read in the 3, of Kings cap. 3. 
Nowe, © Lord my God, it is thou that 
haſtmade thy ſcruaunt King, in ſteedeof 
Dauid my father.

trie, and all the wiſedome of Egipt: for 
he was wiſer then all men; as his Prouer- 
bes & his, Songes, & his ceeleſtiall Eccle-

fraſtes, 'and his profonride Tudgeriientes 
do euecr-laſtinglye witnefſe of him." Fot 
ſo doothe God iHaminate their mindes;

2,cap.$; Danid raigned over all Iſracl, & 
executed right , and juſtice vnto all his 
people. Of whoſe vprightneſſe it is allo 
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writteninPAal 7. &8, That asGod pre- 
ferred him to be his king ouerb@people: 
ſo-he fedde them. with a faithfull 8 true 
hearty and ruled them prudentlie, with al 
his power. And in theſe golden. & hap- 
pic daies, dwelt euery man withoutfeare 
vader. his vine. and ynder his fig-tree : 
without oppreſsion,robberyc or wrong 
and the houſe of God, and his Church 
flouriſhed; as is ſpoken of Salomon,Reg, 
4$-6ap.4. & els-where. Thus the Lorde 
his godlye Kinges , and likewiſe 
his Majeſtrates & Iudges,with much wif. 
gome., wealth, & proſperitic, and with 
the good hartes, & prayers of rheir ſub- 
ietcsand with happie ſucceſle of al their 
hbours., who ſvpbmitted themſclues to 
the w{dome of his worde, according to 
4hatis written.in the Goſpell of $. Mat. 
£4p. 6.V.3 3» Quarite foury regnumDE I,

Yue fir C hriſttanorum Imperatorum 
Vera fel1citas, Wee call not them Chriſti» 
an Emperours happie(ſaith he) becaaſs 
they hane ruled long, or haue ſonnes af- 
terthemtorule, or haue overthrowne 
their enemics,&c .

factunt, But them do we cal happie which 
hane made their power and authority 4 
handmaicde, to ſer foorth the honour of 

God. This is the ſeruice of his kings,and 
their prerogatiue, in whome the law of 
God, which is hid from the heathen, is 
their light and rule , and therefore they 
muſt be exerciſed in the word. 

6 ThePapiſtes therefore hane com- 
mitted great wickednefſe, when they ve- 
ry lewdlie depriued not onely the peo- 
ple of the worde, bur Princes alſo from 


whome the light ſhould ſhine and ſhow

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to others , But ſo they very negligentlie 
prouided for both ſortes, keeping the 
word from the common people, becauſe 
K was too difficult and intricate for them 
as they ſaid. Yet Chrifoltome ſaicth that 
the lawe and the Prophetes , are familiar 
to all men. Lue certe, & ſeruo ruſtico, of 
Tidus, CC puers, erudite , CO ſa's rudr, 
facilia adintelligendum ſunt , > prorſm ex- 
poſits, which are caſic to be ynderſtoode, 
and are whollie laid open , both to the 
countriman and to the widow, and child 
and to him thatis newly inſtru&ed, and 
to him that is very rude and ignoraunt.

And vitto the 
Princes(ſaic they)the ſtudie ofthe word 
appertayneth not, who are occupied in 
more ſcrious and waightie matters: but 
they may commit theircaufeswnto their 
Prieſtes, and their ſaluation'vnto their 
prayers, When wee yethaue ſcene from 
Chrifoltome, that rhereforethey maſte 
_ theratherlabonr inthe word, Wem ver- 
ſantur in wedio, For they are (ct in the 


brunt. And when we hane heard thatthey | 


arecommaunded by God, that the law 
thould be their (ſtudy day and wy ſo

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they digreſle not from the'ſame,be- 
nr FB themin their ſcates to 
aduaunce, his honour, to whome the 
chargeof his people is committed. The 
obcdience therefore of godly Maieſtrats 
is ſuch,as they muſt be yertuouſly encli- 
ncd tothe hearing of Gods worde , and 
daily ftudic thereof. For howſocuer the 
Papiſtes would deceiue Princes and Ma- 
giltrates, to keepe them in ignoraunce 
and ſlothfulneſſe; yet Auguſtine ſayeth 
#hat they are ſhameleſſe men , which ſo 
gdally with Princes, which ſhould thus ſay 
wntothem (ſaith he) Nolite curare in reo- 
#0 Veſtro, 4 quo tmeatur vel oppugnetur 2 
ifie , non ad Yos pertineat quis [it religiaſus, 
\Take no care in your kingdames, of 
-whome the church is either detended or 
,oppugacd , it appertayneth nothing to 
you who 1s religious. Thus woulde they 
;hauedrawen Princes vnto fecurity , and 
;yato ancgligence in good cauſes, which 
they muſt baue left only vnto their pric- 
«ſes: when as the Prophet exborteth the,

that Eſay bleſſedlie prophecied of , Er e- 
runt Reges nutricy tut, & Regine nutrices 
ee, Kinges ſhall bee thy nurting fathers, 
and Queenes thy nurſing mothers. Thus 
doth God nowe bleſle his church , and 


the members thereof, through the care, 


ſtudic and religiouſneſſe of his Princes,

For a godly king is not 
onelie rex popu; ;a king ouer his people, 
as the Heathen Kinges and Emperoures 
are: but rather Paſtor po; ult; a ſheepeheard 


{| and Teacher of his people, as onelye the 


godlic Kinges are; by the pure mulke of 
Gods word, by them maintained,& cl}a- 
bliſhed , and through their Edies and” 
Lawes publiſhed , in their wiſedome and 
Princelye power. Which (pirituall duerie 
if ic were not laid ypon them by the word 
of God; then the Prophet ſhould exhort 
them heere in yaine; Bee ye wiſe, ye Kin- 
ges; be yee learned, ye Iudges. For pro- 
phane Kinges reſpe& the wealth , riches, 
and honour of their ſubie&s : they mult 
reſpe& their wealth and ſoules allo. 

8 And now toendinone worde : to 
moue the harts of Engliſh Magiſtrates to 
the care of Gods church, and of his peo- 
ple committed to their charge,l wilonlye
